FARMERS’ FRIENDS. 
Twe Small But Mortal Enemies to the 
Grasshoppers. 

During Professor Lemmon’s stay 
in Reno, he found a peculiar fly some- 
what numerous on the meadows. The 
ways of this fly the Professor had 
studied in Sierra valley, and he had 


The | 


ascertained the insect to be one of the 
most formidable enemies of the de- 
structive locusts, or grasshoppers. The 
fly has a bumble-beeish look, but is 
small. It has what appears to be a 
stiff black hair projecting from its 
head. This is a tube through which 
it sucks from flowers the honey on 
which it lives. The Professor thinks 
the insect isa species of pompilus. 
It was unknown to Professor Riley, 
Chief of the Government Entomo- 
logical Commission, until Professor 
Lemmon sent him a specimen. 


During the greater part of the fly’s 
brief existence, it appears te entirely 
ignore Pg a A as But when - 
feels that its days are numbered, 
bethinks itself of posterity, and jeoles 
around for a weil ‘siten to lay some 

The larva of the pompilus - 
an egg-eater, very fond of fresh e 
With a view to humor this taste o its 
offspring, the fly seeks a place where 
the grasshoppers are laying egg*, and 
deposits its own with theirs, in a neigh- 
burly sort of a way. The young 
pompilus is at first a little white grub, 
which insinuates itself into the grass- 
hopper eggs and devours their sub- 
stance. A single grub will devour a 
whole nest of eggs, and probably 
several nests. The grub in time be- 
comes a fly, and in its turn lays eggs. 

Professor Lemmon was ple to 
observe that the little red mite, an- 
other enemy of the grasshopper, is at 
work in this section. This red mite 
is @small insect which fastens itself 
upon the hopper and sacks its blood. 
One of these mites (not so big as a 
piv’s head) upon a hopper will either 
kill it, or so. much impair the hop- 
per's vitality that it becomes unfitted 
for active service and cannot join 
foraging expeditions, .

Wa.thout resorting to loans it 
has, since the war closed, defrayed the ordi- 
nary expenses of govornment, besides the ac- 
cruing interest on the public debt, and dis- 
bureed annually more than for 
soldiers’ pensions. It has paid $880,000,000 of 
the public debt, and by refunding the balance 
at lower rates, has reduced the annual interest 
charge from nearly $151,000,000 to less than

have incre , and throughout the entire 
country there is evidence Of a coming pros- 
perity greater than we have ever enjoyed.
